THE PREMIERS RETORT. 


Mr. Lloyd George, with the mixe 
which constitute the "Coalition. is esi 
diffcult-and somewhat thankless task to keep his 
inorder. [le bas been forced to complain of language an 
tactics used by, Coalition Conservatives for the ose 
humiliating him as leader of the Government. This is 2 
sometvhat new phase of the political situation at Heme, 
bat it is not altogether unexpected. That there has been a 
rift in the Inte bas been apparent for some time, but the 
differences which have sprung up are now developing into 
more or less open warfare against the Premier. Mr. 
Chamberlain and Lord Birkeohead, two of the most prom- 
inent Unionis: members of the Cabinet, have assured the 
Prime Minister of the lovalty of the Coalition Unionists. 
but, notwithstanding this, Sir George Younger. the head 
of the Uniouist Party and himself a Coalitionist, has been 
making himself obnoxious to Liberal members of the Gov- 
ernment and to Mr. Lloyd George ir particular. The 
Prime Minister has vow retorted, making it clear that a 
_ continuance of this attitude will result in bis resignation. 
Thus has a political sensation of the frst order developed. 

It should be understood that this is no case of “ In- 
dependents” criticising the Premier. For long, Mr. Lloyd 
George has been subject to abuse and.criticism both from 
the Liberal ~ Wee Frees” andthe Unionist “ Die-hards.” 
But-to that he does not object. Indeed, he could not 
very well do so,-for it is the common fot of public men 
tobe railed at by their confessed oppoments. What the 
Premier resents: and. rightly too. is criticism from 
within, from the men who are pledged to support 
him. By general consent of the Coalitionists, Mr. Lloyd 
George is the head of the Government, and as long as he is 
in that position he has a right to expect support from all 
who-retain their association with the Coalition If there 
are men inthe Coalition ranks who object to. the policy 
of the Government, they have their remedy near at hand— 
they can join forces with the “ Independents” and seek by’ 
constitutional means the overthrow of the administration. 
Bat to remain within the Government and at the same 
time to be indulging in intrigue against its head is neither 
tnanly nor honest. . _ 

One: of the matters which has brought :about this 
campaigo against the Printe Minister is the inability of 
the Government to secure a'reduction of the Income Tax. 
“That isa burning question at Home just now, for both 
as ordinary citizens and as businessmen large sections of 
the public are feeling the burden of this impost, which, in 
many cases, works out as high as six shillings in the pound 
sterling. . Bat, as we say. whatever ‘the cause for coms 
plaint may be, there is no justification for M.P.’s to seek 
to stultify the Premier so long a8 they remain under his 
leadership. Ifthey bave cause for criticism, it is quite 
open to them to break away and lead a campaign against 
the Government. Probably the fact of the matter is that 
many Unionists are tired of the Coalition and the modifica- 
tion of their opinions ‘which subscription: to it involves. 
And on that point it is fairly safe to say that the general 
body of public opinion is with them. The Coalition has 
about had its day; ifit were not for the persona, of 
Mr. Lloyd George, it would have expired long ero, Up 
The Premier himself, no doubt knows ‘his power mth 
regard; hence the plain intimation he has -giversto: 
fessed friends who aim at discrediting bin.

Not Paying I Its Way. 

-The Peak Hospital is being run 
ats loss and the shareholders 
have decided ta close Gown on 
Sept. 30th. 

The Hospital was founded by 

Hartigao, Stedman and 
Rennie in 1900 and these gantie- 
men, who. own the bulk of the 
shares, wish to withdraw their 
capital. Drs. Marriott and 
Harston hold a number of ghares 
in the Hospital, but they do not 
wish to increase their Snancis! 
interest. The remaining sharos 
are held by the Custodian of 
Enemy Property (on behalf ot 
Des, Mullerard Justi), the Banqua 
de l'Indo-Ckine and the Mission 
@Etrangers. 

The reason for closing down is 
that the expenses of keeping the 
building in repair are so great 
that it is quite impossible to carry 
oo without: financial loss. The 
building is quite inadequate for 
the purposes of 8 modern nursing 


home and in the opinion of the| 


arehitects torénder the buitding 
adequate for such a purpose and 
to put it in a thorough state of 
tepair, rebuilding would -be 
necessary. ° 

Some tiie ago plans for a fine 
modern building in the shape of 
& Maltese Cross were drawn up 
by Messrs. Leigh and Orange: 
The community were approached 
through the Chamber of Com. 
merce, with a view to re 
builaing, but no support was 
given to the scheme. Under 
the present scale of fees, which 
cannot be increased, the Hospital 
is only just able to pay expenses, 
and this year the expedditure 
has exceeded the income. 

There are various Government 
schemes for increasing the 
hospital accommodation in the 
Colony which will serve the in- 
terests of private practitioners, 
but. sach achemes will probably 
not mature for at least two or 
three years, and during the 
interval it will be dificult +o Gnd 
accommodation for the class of 
patients at present admitted to 
the Peak Hospital. 

Alsbough the Peak Hospital has 
only sixteen beds available for 
patients, thereis no doubt that if 
the institution does close its doors 
many people will be greatly in- 
convenienced. AJ! the beds have 
been oecupied since ‘Christmas 
and,om an average, sore three 
bundred patients are treated évary 
year. Doring the time the 
Hospital has been open it is 
estimated that between ‘six and 
have 
passed through the institution. 

The building is in a bad state 
of repair and it is only by careful 
supervision by the architects, who 
spect the bailding every six 
months, that the structure bas 
been rendered safe during the 
typhooa season. As far as the 
staf and the general running 
arrangements of the Hospital 
are concerned, it is a splendid 
valuable  institution,. bat 
it is not a success Soancially 
and at a recent meeting of share- 
holders the followiag resolution 
was passed :— 

“That it is not advisable in the 
interests of the Company or of 
the shareholders that the. Peak 
Hospital be continuag and there- 
fore the same be closed on’ and 
from the 30th. day of September 
next. That such steps as may be 
deemed advisable shall be taken 
for the purpose of disposing ofthe 
furniture and effects contained in 
the Peak Hospital.” 

The Government has been in- 
formed of the sharebolders’ inten- 
tion to close the- institution and 
have the matter under considera- 
tion, but what is going to be dona’ 
inthe matter hag not yet been 
decided.

‘Another reason 
was because he had become deaf, 
as the result of excessive weeping 
at the memorial service of the 
late General Chiug Kuei-ti, who 
was 2 vory close friend of hi. ” 

General Tuan, since his apa. 
fall, bad baen ssudying Buddhism 
and on the day of his escape, 
which was Yen Shao Chieh 
(Feast of Lanterns), a number of 
monks came to hishome. When 
these monks left at8o'clock inthe 
evoning, an extra monk following 
their leader was not noticed “by 
the police guards who had been 
stationed at the former Premier's 
doors. This was General Tuan. 

Leaving his home, General 
Tuan, who had shaved off his 
mouatache, left for Tientsia in a 
third-class railway carriage. 
FRUITLESS SEARCH IN TIENTSIN. 

No intimation ofbis departure 
was received by the Metropolitan 
Police until 10.30 p.m. when the 
Chief of the Police Bureau, Gen-. 
eral Wang Huai-ching, learned 
of the matter personally and 
made inquiries. Telephone mes- 
sages were sent to the Civil 
Governor of Chibli, General 
Tsao Jui, asking him to 
prevent tbe former Premier 
from gaing to Tieutsin.

higher prices ruling in New York 
acd Java. <A ‘fair quantity of. 
centrifugals changed hands on 
the basis of P.9.50 to P.10.00 per. 
picul f. ob. The recent caofavour- 
able news from New York, has 
had a quietening effect, however, 
and buyers have reduced their 
prices. Moderatetransactionshave 
ravently taken place. The weather 
bas been very unfavourable fur, 
grinding operations for superior 
sagar Nos. 1 to 5 grades,and and 
arrivals of this class of sugar 
rontinue to be extremely light.— 
The copra market has ruled quiet 
throughout the fortnight, dealers 
resisting the daclice, and being 
reluctantsellers at prices offered 
by mills and exporters.—The coal 
market is unchanged. The rice 
market has ruled weak during 
the past fortnight and prices hava 
declined owing to arrivals being 
in excess of requirements. At 
the close, there is aslightly better 
tone in the market, but we do not 
anticipate that the improvemest 
will be maintained. 

LAWS AFFECTING INTER- 

NATIONAL TRADE. 

Tha standardisation by lead- 
ing. countries of laws and reg- 
ulations regarding export trade 
has often baen urged in -these 
page, and it is satisfactory to 
note that the United Sates Dept. 
of Commerce is taking the mat- 
tet op. From this department 
Mir. A. J. Wolfe, Chief of the vi- 
vision of Commercial Laws, 
writes that the lack of naiformi- 
ty in the laws of the various 
countries «hich appaar as factors 
in the international exchange of 
goods is felt as a serious draw 
back by merchants and jurists 
everywhere. Standardisation is 
-atorally a work of slow growth; 
ut is the inevitable effect of 
evolution in international mer- 
chandising. The time may naver 
be reached, of course, when all: 
countries will adopt commarciat 
codes of substantially identical 
tenor. Lecal conditions, the 
weight of tradition, and radical 
divergence in the development 
of jurisprudence preclude this. 
But there is no reason apparent 
why international agreement 
shoold not establish a ‘certain 
a&Ameunt of uniformity in the 
treatment of various in$:ruments 
of foreign commerce, such as 
bills of lading. in regulating 
bankruptcy practice, in arbitrat- 
ing “commercial dispates, in 
affording -recognition to foreign 
jadgments. in settling the dificull . 
problem of diavle taxation, in 
stancardising patent, t ade-mark, 
and coprright laws, and ig 
regalating the status of alien 
corputations, A limited degree of 
anch standardisation has been 
attained by certain groups of 
countrizs, and the tendency iz 
towstd .further progress along © 
these lines.—Ching Lacpreas and 
Telegraph. .
